1. The rates of Customs duty leviable on the petro 
leum products described in column 2 of the Schedule 
to this Order , and imported into the Union Territory 
shall be as in column 3 thereof.

viable on their importation under any Law for the 
time being in force in these Territories . 

3. Out of the total amount of Customs duty col 
lected under this Order , sums equivalent to those 
calculated at the rates immediately prior to the en 
forcement of this Order, shall be credited to the fol 
lowing accounts :
